Just now, when every other mao in Hong- 
kong utters at least once a day the words 
“ Derby sweeps,” while the police conti ue 
organizing anti-gambling raids on Chinese, 
any cognate subject would appear appro- 
priate. It so happens, moreover, that 
various items in the* public press |conspire 
to turn attentiou to the Rialto, [The Go- 
down lately devoted some space to forwart 
selling of shares, and the following passage 
caught the eye — 

“Some years ago they overdid itin Hong- 
kong, and a law was passed having for its 
object the prevention of time bargains muless the 
seller was in actual possession of the/shares he 
sold and stated the number under which they 
were registered. To buy is all righ!apparent- 
ly, for even if you only possess seventeon dollars 


; ha may sign « contract to take delivery of a 


undred Selamas four months hene>, and if the 
market goes egaivst you—well, it does go 
against you, apd we will not investigate your 
case too closely. So you think that Eden is 
again revived in Hongkong, and that bulls and 
beirs walk about .in Qaeen’s Road without 
having a bite at each other? Fur fromil, 
Specalation—gambling if yon wish—is such 
an inherent trait in the nature of man that no 
artificial barrier has yet. been invented which 
will effectually eradicate that vice from the breast 
of the human being, Speculators in Hongkong 
—gamblers if you wish—agreed among them- 
selves that, law or no law, they would have their 
quarterly flatter. To circumvent the law they 


‘ agreed among themselves that any “ forward ” 


share contract made would be considered lagal, 
as betweou honourable men, and that if « lo-er 
desired to shield himself behind the protaction 
of the law he could dogo, but then he wou'd be 
considered an outcast, a bad agg.” 

That refers to the exciting events and 
debates of 1890 91, and the waves of that. 
partidilar volume of the Hongkong Huneard 
are amoug the more interesting iv our local 
history. The Hon, T. H» WurrrHEAp and 
the Hon. J. J. Keswick introduced a Bill 
with the object indicated in the foregoing 
extract, and Mr. J. J. Francis, Q.C., was 
permitted to make a long and able argu- 

“ ment against it, on behalf of the local stock. 
brokers who petitioned agaiust this restraint 
of trade,—or restraint of gainbling, accord. 
ing to the point of view. One of his 
arguments was that the new law could hat 
in any way prevent or remedy the evil at 
which it was aimed, an objection that 
applies to many ordinances ; and in this case, 
as the Godown points out, it has been 
ineffective. Even the formation of a Stock. 
brokers’ Association, first suggested about 
that time as a better remedy, bas not pre- 
vented the law being broken, and shares 
are still sold forward without their nambers 
being either known or stated. None of 
Hongkong’s anti-gambling ordinances has 
dammed the flood in the slightest; at the 
most ‘they have diverted come of it into 
secret and less easily observed chanuels. 
The discussion incidental to the passing af 
tbat Bill must have done good ihdirectly at 
the time, and it might still do gopd were it 
revived in some way now. Real gamblers 
playing for the excitement are fast 
saving, or do not need to be saved ; they at 
least get for their money much of what they 
set out tobuy. But the “griffin” enterir 
into speculation with the idea of making 
money should make a poiut of getting 
Hansard for 1890-91 and carefully reading 
the debates on this Bill. It will save bim 
mach money. The smail punter, who hupes 
to win, but can't afford to lose, might do 
worse than ponder one passage in the 


_ argument of Mr. Francis, Q.C , which ran: 


“| here are.two or three big speculators in 
the Colony, ex‘remely wealthy men, who carry 
on bearing operations, lowering the price of 
shares. Let us think of any one of these men 
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og He is eupposed to be extremely wealthy 
and fo be in possession, or capable of getting 
possession to-morrow, of thousands of shares of 
any company he thinks fit to dealin. Has goes 
into the mark-t to-morrow and bays as many 
as he can lay hauds on, let u3 say 3,000 He 
enters into contracts for the sale of 2,%) on 
\time, to be delivered three months hence, at 
| largely enhanced prices. By his own operations 
in baying and any other means at his disposal 
he hus raised the price of the stook, and in 
every one of the contracts he enters into he 
specifies the numbers of the shares. H» has 
them; they are lying in his safe. (Mr. 
Francis was showing how useless the Or- 
dinance might ba; not how big operators really 
goto work here | And these shares, in lots of 
25 or 50, are sold to the same class of men as 
before, who will be just as eager after this Bill 
is passe| to make a little profit as thay are now. 
And when the day comes, what will be their 
position? [t depends upon this big operator. 
It may have suited bis purpose to allow tha 
marke! to continue to rise and the buyers may 
have been able to sell in advance and pocket 
their profita, or it may not have suited his par- 
pose, in which case he has these 1,000 shares io 
reserve, which he galls out in lots of 2) at a 
time, each time at a dollar under the market 
rate and in the course of a month or two tha 
markat. has dropped sixty or seventy points. 
He has done it, not by playing with loaded 
dice, not by selling short. ‘I'o sacrifice a 
portion of his property and lose-a dollar or two 
on each of his 1,00 shares in the hope of 
makiog twenty or thicty dollars on each of the 
other 2,00, does that deserve to be stigmatizad 
as playing with loaded dic-? Is it. not a per- 
fectly legitimate use to make of his wealth, his

Quite levitimate, it is clear; but the 
small fry may as well know how belpless 
they are in a field of enterprise oecupied by 
bigger banking accounts, with influence far 
bevond the mild variety indicated by that 
bygone QC. As Mr. d2 J. Keswick 
peiuted out in reply, the bypothetical cise 
did not adequately represent the real uiture 
of hig oper itions ou the local share market, 
which he dessribed as “commercial imi o- 
rali.y.” The Bill passed, but it has never 
protected anyone ; the best protection iz to 
be informed of the state of affairs, and it is 
wuazing still to find people, otherwise intel.

The article which we reprint in t»-div's 
iesue from the financial aad comm rrcial 
supplement of the Times incorporates in 
one review various points vhich have heen 
from time to time separately dealt with in 
our columns, but it is none-the-less a 
useful summary of which to take note. The 
alleged cxceasive quantity of imports to 
Caina during last vear is not to he wondered 
at.; if wax a natural sequel to the lite war; 
and it explains to som> extant the dis- 
appointment at the failure of the great 
expectations that wera based on that 
“opening” of the world’s greatest market; 
The expectations were not. unreasonable . 
the issue of the war should reasonably have 
paved the way for an enormons demand; 
but while it did so, the goad eff-cts were 
discounted hy other factors that might just 
as casily have heen foreseen, exc pt perhaps 
that extraordinary boventt of American 
woods, The Shanghai writer's suggestion 
of the true inwardness of that “patriotic” 
mevement is worth consideration. There is 
nothing inherently improbable about it, and 
the Chinese are quite capable enough to 
foresee the profitable asnects of anv such 
operations hefore they decide to “engineer ? 
them. That “the Chinaman ia a born 
gambler taking long odds, risking much for 
hig profits. chancing heavy logses with the 
prospect of corrsspondingly hoavy gains 1s 
true anough, though there are observers who 
dowht if hia “trada custom of settling all 
accounts within the calendar vear” is a8 
much of a check on gambling as tha writer 
aeemea to think it. We eammand the admir- 
able caution with which he warns Western

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CHINESE RAILWAY SCHEMES.

(Dat 'y Press, February 12th. 

It is gratifying to hear of the Edict, men- 
fioned in our yest) y's communiqué 
from Messrs Jardine, Matheson and Com- 
pany, which gives assurance that the 
Chinese section of the Kowloon-Canton 
Railway is now in bands capable of hasten- 
ing its completion. There has been talk 
and to spare of the railway development 
of China, and a great deal of the talking 
has been dona hy the Chinese themselves. 
They were everjwhere going tu demonstrate 
their patriotism by building railways with 
exclusively Chinese capital, and the idea 
appealed to the popular prejudice. A 
great deal of money is supposed tn have 
been subscrihed, but so far the railways 
are as intangible as the dividends that the 
chauvinistic promoters promised. The 
recently opened line from Swataw to 
Chaochou—quite a small, Ibeal affair of 
thirty miles—is so far the only visible 
result of patriotic investments, and even 
it was built by foreigners, Japanese, though 
with Chinese capital. It was two anda 
half years in the making, and cost juat a 
hundred thousand dollars a mile, which is 
considered unreasonably costly in view 
of the easy nature of the country traversed, 
The Kowloon s-ction with Which His 
Excellency the Governor has so thoroughly 
identified himself, with all its formidable 
engineering difficulties, is not expected 
to be so expensive in proportion, Still it 
igata‘lway in being, which is more than 
aan be said for any uf the numerous pro- 
vincial schemes for which Iuperial per- 
mission, bas heen requested with such 
flourishing of trumpets, andover the manage- 


“ment or direction of .which thera has 


usually fdllowed ao much squabbling. “ Tt 
would he well,” our Shanghai conten: 
porary remarka, after enumerating some 
of the many schemes referred to, ‘“ifall 
these symptoms of railway fever could he 
taken seriously and were likely to lead to 
definite results, As things arc, however, 
China does not appear to he going to profit 
by more than one out of every fen or 
twenty schemes planed and, perbaps, 
beguy. Officials ure availing tnem-elves 
of the spirit of the times to appeal to their 
patriotic countrymen to subscribe fuuds, 
in order to keep out foreign eapital, ' Tn 
the case of tha Tieutsin-Chinkiaug line, 
indeed, -the Waiwupu's requeat ia said 
to be prompted solely by the desire to 
thwart iforeiga claims on this proposed 
railway.

Mandarindom in general, 
ig worse than corrupt; it appears to be 
conscienceless ; aud the instinct of patriot- 
ism is notin it. Money is the only thing 
it se2s —spenkiny of it as a class—from high 
to low. The Express Dowacer knows 
this quite well; perhans even reckons on it 
sometimes. In the latest Edict regarding 
opium, iusisting that the Throne is iu earnest 
in desiring to weed out this evil, eX pressions 
are used that show how litt'e confidenca the 
ruler has in his (or her) subor.linates, 
Viccroys, Governors, and Tartar Generals 
are wirned against evading the Edict by 
subterfuges intended to deceive, an im- 
plication, like the receat order that officials . 
should cease to oppress and “ squeeze’ the 
people, suggestive of the nature of peat 
experience. We have uot here said anything 
worse of the official class of China than we 
have oftea said before. and we have said 
nothing derogatory that is not being said 
hy competent observers everywhere. In 
China, accordiog to a recent issue of oar 
Shanuyhai contemporary, 

“With a4 und proletariat, pos:essed of many 
gid qualities and considsrable strength of @ 
passive character, we have a hopelessly corrupt 
and incompstent official olass. Until this 
incubus is removed it would appear idle to 
expect any good qualities with whieh the 
Chin«se may bs endowed by nature to assert 
themsvlves for the beaefit of the nation as a 
whole. Where the governing body is devoidof 
all sanse of morality, pulitioal or commaroial, 
there can be oo national honesty ; and those who 
have trade dealings with Chinese oan oaly hope 
that the adage of universs! applicstion that 
honesty is the best policy will avail to deter the 
mercantil~ classes from falling to the lowerstand- 
ard of morality ia vogue with their corrupt 
oligarchy Sooner oe later this traditional 
ainla of things mast be broken down, whether 
peacatully or vislsutly it canaol yet be said; 
but in the meaatime the outlok from the poiat 
of view of China's owa interests is glo my.”

to scrutinize the behaviour of the Hongkong 
Chinese with some closeness this New Year 
time, our attention has heen distracted by 
the conduct of their foreign neighbours, 
with the result that the odd question of 
their respective claims to civilization has 
forced itself into consideration. It isa the 
phenomenon of noise, particularly, as an 
admitted manifestation of barbarism, 
that has demanded attenticu. Cousiderable 
licence is allowed, and the colonial laws 
relaxed, to enable the Chinese at tlis time 
to give vent to their feelings in customary 
ways ; but the curious feature of the holiday 
is that “civilized” foreigners, white men 
or semi-white, have seized the opportunity 
to let themselves go. In the crowds in the 
streets of Chinatown, where the stalls of 
alleged barguine yr ns much noise was 
" foreigners as hy the 
natives, a favourite trick of civilized humour 
being to explode crackers in the érowd to 
see nervous people jump. Apparestly also 
the vendors of fireworks were as extensively 
patronized by foreigners as by Chinese, 
and these not all children. The very 
juvenile representative of Christian civiliza- 
tion is frankly barbaric in big love of noise, 
passing from infantile howls to hoyish 
drum-banging without the slightest recogai- 
tion of the responsibility that is on his race 
to set the Chinese a more dignified exawple. 
He wakes no pretence like his older ua- 
tionals, who at such times as the present 
show their real temperament by taking 
advantage of an indulgence intended for the 
Chinese, aud rival the latter in his discord. 
ant orgies. le it that such opportunities are 
equivalent to the id-a of scratching R 
Russian in order to find a Tartar ; that there 
is uo really civilized p ople, but only a few 
intellectuals whose antipsthy to din marks 
their elevation above the commou herd ?. 
That the word “noise” should have thie 
same root as the word “nausea” urgues 
that the Latins were p-rhaps a little further 
advanced in civilization than their modern 
descendants who love to seize at every chance 
to make clatter and uproar. The comings and 
goings of Koyalty still provoke members of 
the higher civilizaticns to noisy demon- 
strations like those familiar to larbaric 
pageants, and the “royal salute’ of our 
Services may be reckoned on a par with the 
“tom-tom”-ing at a black chief's cor- 
robberee. But in the case of white or 
semi-white people who jump at the oppor- 
tunity of China New Year to discharge 
quantities of cheap and noisy fireworks 
trom their windows, with none of China’s 
ideas of “joss” in this counection, we find 
it hard to think of comments sufficiently , 
contemptuous“jo fit auch noious, noisoine | 
yahoos. Itis a degrading thing, a treach- 
ery to the civilization they repre-eut, and 
the police should endeavour to make it 
clear to’ such that the temporary licence 
allowed to Chinege does not extend to those 
who are erroneously suppused to know 
better. The Chinese are supposed to be 
scaring away devils ; their foreign imitators 
have no need to do so, since no self-respect-,, 
ing demon would willingly endure their 
company. The pioneers of Western civili- 
gation in China should all be asked to flock 
to: Hongkong just before next China New 
Year, to tura their batteries of persuasion 
and prayer on the people who thus discredit 
it.

THE HONGKONG WEEKLY PEESS AND 
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SHANGHAI BUDGET. .- ” 
— 
(Daily Press, February 16th.) 

Though Shanghai may not be regarded by 
all as the “ model settlement” of the Far 
East, there can be no disputing the fact 
that it is one of the most progressive com- 
munities, if not the most progressive, on 
this side of the world. We cannot think 
of a place entitled to enter into competition 
with it for this honour. The latest in- 
formation of the municipal finances appears 
to warrant this claim for pre-eminence. 
Seven years ago, the cstimated annual 
income as it appeared in the budget for 
1900 was under a million taels. For [908, 
it is reported to “verge on two million 
taels."’ The municipal outlav has apparently 
kept more than level with this growth, and 
the chief satisfaction that the residents who 
pay the piper can he expocted to take in 
these swollen figures will be based on their 
value as evidence of the importance of 
Shanghai and its interests. Here and elee- 
where in the Far East, of course, there ia uo 
likelibood that the vastness of thoge interests 
will aver now be under-rated, but it appears 
that in certain quarters in Europe, there 
are people whose official information does 
not carry then bevond the conviction that 
Shanghai is a little nlace on a Chinese 
river where 4 few intrusive and pertinacious 
foreigners have dssembled to make the task 
ot diplomacy lesseasy. Perhaps the figures 
when they get Home may correct this 
slight error, Tbe leading fizures, as given 
in our Shanghai contemporary from an 
advance copy of the Budget, are thus set 
out:

nominal Tis. 1,000 as royalty from the 
Tramway Company.” Extra money is to 
be spent on police, a by no means unusual 
necessity in te case of such a rapidly grow. 
ing place, though our contemporary suggests 
that the trouble with the Sikhs bas perbaps 
‘convinced the Council that the policing of 
the Settlement demands a very mach larger 
number of foreign sergeants and constables.” 
Provision is, acoordingly, made to increase the 
foreign branch of the Force tothe maximum 
number the stations can accommodate, or 16U 
men exclusive of datectives. The actual addi- 
tions allowed for, and contemplated as for the 
latter half of the year only, are ten sergeants and 
thirty constables. It is to be noted that “ this 
measure is not proposed as an alternative to the 


Indian draft. though, if carried into effect, it 
will form a first step towards securing adequate 
protection for the Settlement by other means 
than thoee sanctioned by the Rate-payers last 
March.” The figures show that provision is 
made also for an Indian sergeant an 
additional Indian constables, also for the latter 
six months only this year. oy 

Other, increases mainly refer to depart- 
menta whose expenditure would natarally 
or automatically grow with the port; hat it 
does not detract from Shanghai's reputation 
for progressiveness to note that, even while 
money is tight, the City Fathers have 
invested or propose i to invest Tls. 6,600 for 
motor cars for the Police, Mfealth, and 
Pablic Works Departments. This may als» 
excite feelings of envy in Hongkong. 
Bridge-building, a necessary and long 
wanted undertaking at Shaaghni, is 
responsible for most of ths extraordinary 
expenditure. 


HON. MR. F. H. MAY. 


(Daily Presa, [8th Fabruary.) 

The telegram frou our Singapore corres- 
pondent, which has received the earliest 
publicity we could give it in this morning's 
ianue, might conceivably be misunderstood 
anywhere else than in Hongkong, where the 
history of the Hon. Mr. F. H. May's pre- 
ferment to the Ceylon Lieutcnant Governor- 
ship has been an open secret from its 
commencement. That the appointment 
which we reported some time ago should 
now be cancelled affords no matter for local 
surprise, for it has been thoroughly well 
understood that high personages eoaocerned 
with the best interests of Hongkong have 
heen earnestly endeavouring to persuade 
Mr. May to remain, and the authorities to 
permit him to do so, The Hon. Mr. F. Hu. 
May is the only official who can be said to 
be practically conversant with all local 
conditions, and with every detail aud 
ramification of local governmen'. His ex- 
perience of so many departinents, to all of 
which he io tarn devoted thorough and 
painstaking attention, has made bim too 
valuable a servant to be lightly purted with, 
and it is openly hinted that His Exvelleucy 
the Governor was anxious to retain bir as 
“right hand nan.” The rumour ot Sir 
Matruew Naraan’s possible early retire- 
meut is not believed, since the development 
of the railway scheme alone enchains his 
ersonal interest and enthusiasin, and there 
te fortunately now uo indication that His 
Excrciencr’s bealth will not permit bim 
the gratification of staying for the cevm- 
pletion of the important undertaking with 
which he has baen so remarkably identified. 
That he himeelf, like the able lieutenant 
whose services he is now permitted to 
retain, has been long marked for prsfer.ovat 
cannot be doubted, ard when he lesves 
Hongkony for greiter dignities | and 
emoluinents, it is more thaa B ay 
that the Hon. Mr. F. H. ar wil 
be invited to accept the substintive appoint. 
meut which he has twice so  stlecess- 
fully filled in the capveity of locam tenens. 
It ix, however, not altoyether ue to this 
pes:bility and natural anbition that the 
Hoo. Mr. F. H. Mar has decided to abide 
with the Colony tor whese development he 
has dene so much, und whose iotarsste have 
at all times received from him such uniqaely 
expert consideration. We have reasun to 
toler that from the beginning, when the 
change was first suggestel, the Hm. Mr. 
Mar found himself unable to contemplate 
the removal with whole-hearted satisfaction, 
and that he entertained hopes even then that

After continuing his 
command of the same veesel for a voyage 
or two between this port and Vaaceuver 
the Captain relinquished hia post to join the 
Hongkong branch cf the C.P.1, as Marine 
Superintendent, and this position he held for 
about twelve years, leaving the service in 
March, 192, since which time he has been 
living on his private income, Captain Tillett 
leaves a wife and family in England to moarn 
his loss, and the sympathy of his large circle of 
friends ondoublediy goes out 1o tham.

For instance 
it was thought that the overcrowding clauses, 
while lesseuing the valne of c#ntral properti-s 
by decreasing the number of cubicles and couse- 
quently the available accommodation, would 
exercise a beneficial influence upon sabarban 
property at East Point, West Point and 
Kowloon.

MR. C. M, ALEXANDER, 


Anecho of the great religious revival that 
took place in Engtand some two yeare 
under the influence of “Dr.” Torrey and Mr.

After an uneventful voyage the Royal party 
reacbed Canton at sight oclock on Feb, 4th 
morning by the steamer Huaam. Mr. R. W. 
Mansfield, the British Consul General, at once 
went on buard and tendered his respects to the 
Duke und Dachess aud Princess Patricia. After 
breakfast (he Koyal visitors stepped ou shore at. 
9,30, and received by a Chinese guard uf honour 
with the usual trumpet aud drum band. Almost 
every resident of ths Sbameen tarned out 
to welcome them. ‘There was uo official 
greeting, but His Excelleucy Viceroy 
Chou Fu sent the escurt of Chinese soldiers to 
guard the distinguished visitora during their 
tour of the city. Various places of interest were 
visited and some time was spent io shopping. 
Tiffu was served at the Sritish Yumen 
io the Tartar City. Their Royal Huigh- 
neases and suite'returoed to the Shameen 
at 364,200 when they proceeded the 
Consulate for tea. 

VUur Canton correxpundent telegraphs that 
aubsequently they went on boad a gaily 
decorated flower boat which lay alongaidethe 
Honam and partook of dinuer aud witnessed an 
entertainment. ‘hey left Cauton at eleven 
o clock. 

The Honam was expected here at nine o clock 
on Feb. loth morning, and the members of the: 
Reception Committes atteuded at Blake Vier 
where also assembled a considerable section of 
the European community. Bat as tue hours 
passed without any sign of the /é/onuan the 
gatheriog dwindled. ‘the (roverument lauuch 
with the Harbonr Master nud Mr. ‘b. Hough 
and others on board weut out some distance ta 
see if the vessel was withio sight bat had to 
retarn without a satisfactory report. At length 
the steamer with the Hoyal passengers was 
sighted and the Reception Committee wers. 
quickly oa the picr ready to greet the hoyal 
party on landing. After a few words of fare- 
well had been exchanged on Blake Pier the 
Royal party embarked on beard the Victoria. 
Just as the lauuoch was leaving the Pier HE. 
the Governor came along and went on board. 
‘the Royal visitors were conveyed to 
the waiting P. & O. steamer Deltu aod svvo 
bade gow-bys to Hongkoug. A_ pretty

The Chinese paid the 
rent in advance, and finding that no gambling 
was allowed, sued for its return. It is alleged 
that at first Mr. Biddle offered to return halt. 
Judge Wilfley described it as a clesr cave of 
fraud, and ordered Mr. Biddle’s prosecution. 
The etidenoe showed that Mr. Biddle had been 
informed at the date of the lease that gambling 
would not be allowed, but he said be did not 
thick the Council were serious. The Chinese 
cocupied thé premises, technically, but did 
not carry on the lucrative basiness they had 
hoped to do. Evidence farther showed that 
the amount paid by the Ubinese passed through 
the books of the oompany. ‘he result of the 
trial must have caused another of the sensations 
to which the new Judge seems partial].
